P o rtla n d , March 28th.—C. F. Beattie, 
Chairman of the Democratic State Commit­ 
tee, is lying at his home in Clackamas county 
very dangerously ill. No hopes of bis recov­ 
ery are entertained. 
William Clark, of Marion county, has been 
arrested, charged with the seduction, under a 
promise of marriage, of a young lady named 
Miss Mollie Musser. Clark had a prelimi­ 
nary examination and wae held to await the 
charge in the sum of §800. 
Following are additional particulars just 
received concerning the Btabbing affray at 
Ainsworth and the lynching of Dick Osborne. 
Babb, who was stabbed, was merely a spec­ 
tator of the raid made on the opium den, in 
which Osborne had an interest, by the com­ 
mittee of citizens organized for that purpose. 
The raid was made on the den during Friday 
night. Saturday, while Babb was standing 
at the door of Hiil’s dance - house, 
he was murderously assaulted by Os­ 
borne, who, exclaiming “ Damn you, 
I’ll 
kill 
you,” attacked 
him 
from 
behind. He was stabbed a number of times, 
one thrust of the knife penetrating the lungs, 
inflicting a wcund from which it is thought 
Babb cannot survive. The citizens of the 
place were intensely excited over the affair, 
and strong threats of lynching Osborne were 
expressed openly. Sunday morning, about 
3:15, some fifteen men went to a small build­ 
ing standing back of the dance-house, where 
the prisoner was confined, and broke down 
the door. Osborne was pulled out, a rope 
thrown around his neck, and he was dragged 
about thirty yards and then strung up to a 
high pole. Early next morning the lifeless 
body of Osborne wae discovered^angling in 
mid-air. The act seems to generally meet 
with public approval.

impertinence 
has no vocation for the 
ministry. 
I t is not however possible to 
believe that even in the Kalloch family 
there is abv real acceptance of such an 
explanation. 
I. M. Kalloch and his father 
unquestionably understand perfectly just 
how the acquittal of

brought about, and they do not make the 
m istake of supposing that the Almighty 
had anything to do w ith that event.

“ ecutioner. 
Executions attended to with 
“ promptness and dispatch.”

card Mr. W hite moralized for two or three 
pages, marveling at the callousness which 
could induce a public executioner thus to 
parade his dreadful calling, and being 
«specially surprised that such a function­ 
ary should advertise his readiness 
to 
perform the duties of his office. 
And 
now conies fome cruel critic, and shows 
th a t Mr. W hite has been pitilessly hoaxed. 
T hat the term “ executioner” in 
Eng­ 
land is used to denote a Sheriff’s officer 
or constable—a man who levies executions, 
in fa c t; 
and that the card of “ W. 
*‘ Marley” was simply and merely the 
business card of snch a person. 
Mr. 
W hite ought to have known, to begin with, 
th a t the real name of Jack Ketch is not 
Marley. 
If we remember rightly it is | 
Marwood. 
But the real public executioner : 
does not hang out signs or have his j 
functions 
printed on cards, and alto­ 
gether Mr. W hite has made a sad mess of \ 
his criticism.

The London correspondent of the New 
York World expresses the opinion th a t the 
long-continued business depression in Eng­ 
land is creating a growing sentiment in 
favor 
of 
some 
protective 
legislation. 
W hile 
we do 
not 
believe 
th at 
the 
faith in freedom of trade, which 
has 
for so many years been a cardinal tenet 
in England, is so far sapped as this 
correspondent intimates, 
we 
must re­ 
member th at in times of great commercial 
stagnation the masses are very apt to 
favor any change of policy, without much 
regard to the principles involved. 
It is a 
familiar truth that the Government is sure 
to be held accountable for all the evils 
which afflict the body politic, and many 
an administration and party has owed its 
defeat to trade depressions, bad harvests, 
and other phenomena altogether beyond 
their jurisdiction. 
The condition of the 
English farmer and manufacturer at pres­ 
ent is no doubt discouraging, and though 
it would be very easy to show that their 
sufferings are in no way attributable to 
free trade, they are in a state of irritation 
peculiarly unfavorable to cool thinking, 
and therefore it is possible that they may 
be persuaded to demand a change of 
economic policy on the principle that things 
cannot be much worse than they are. 
The 
abolition of 
the Cofn Laws 
was not 
brought about by demonstration of their 
mischievous tendencies through argument. 
As a m atter of fact the Anti-Corn Law 
League had failed, after many years of 
agitation, to create any considerable im­ 
pression on the public mind. 
It was at 
last just such a stagnation as the present 
which forced the Government to venture 
upon the new policy, aud had not a revival 
of business supervened upon it there can 
be very little doubt that it would have 
been abandoned after a brief and timorous 
experiment, 
The fact is th at so long as the masses 
find themselves fairly prosperous their 
conservative instincts lead them to reject 
any new 
proposition, no m atter how 
strongly founded in reason, and it is only 
whcn the existing conditions appear to 
have become unfavorable that they are 
ripe for a change, and then they pay very 
little attention to the philosophy of the 
new measures. 
The English farmer and 
manufacturer thought free trade a cap. 
ital policy so long as they were making 
money, but now th at a pinch has come 
they begin to weaken in their allegiance to 
the national policy, and to inquire if it 
would be possible tor them to be worse off 
under Protection. 
If political economy is 
based upon immutable truths it is very- 
certain th at England has nothing to gain 
and much to lose by taking a new depart­ 
ure in this respect. 
But the subject is one 
which possesses a very great significance 
for the people of the United States also, 
since, if England should revert to a pro­ 
tective policy, they must be injured to an 
incalculable extent. 
Thus far America 
has enjoyed a free m arket in England, 
while refusing reciprocity. 
If now Eng­ 
land should resolve to adopt a tariff such 
as we have long groaned under, the conse­ 
quences of a retaliatory policy would very- 
soon be made manifest to ns. 
Of course we could not object to such a 
change of policy. 
It would be an indirect 
compliment to our economic sagacity, and 
an admission that we knew better how to 
arrange our affairs than the mother coun­ 
try had done. 
But what would be the 
effect of the adoption of a protective sys­ 
tem by Eogland upon our production and 
manufactures? The farmers of the W est 
would not he long in finding that out for 
themselves. 
American corn and cattle 
would be shut out of what is now their 
most profitable market, or if admitted, 
only upon such terni3 as would practically 
absorb the profits of production. The con­ 
tinental powers have never abandoned the 
protective system. 
England has remained 
for forty years the only free-trade country 
in the world. 
Should ehe now change her 
policy a revolution in commerce would fol­ 
low, and its effects would be most disas­ 
trous to the U nited States. 
The closing of 
English markets against our wheat and 
pork and cattle would in a very short time 
produce a distress to which that of Lanca­ 
shire in the Rebellion was as nothing. The 
rapid settlem ent of W estern lands, the 
enormous increase of our wheat crop, the 
multiplication of transportation routes, 
would all be knocked on the head together. 
It would become necessary for hundreds of 
thousands of our farmers to abandon their 
holdings, and seek other means of living. 
In fact the progress of the country would 
sustain a check of the most cruel kind. 
But this is always to be apprehended so 
long as we give to the world so conspicu­ 
ous an example of belief in the protective 
system. 
If we are right in clinging to 
that system all other countries clearly 
ought to follow our example, and if they 
do we ought to exult. 
Protection no 
doubt is not fully tested while it is only 
adhered to on one side, just as free trade 
is not fully tested under similar condi­ 
tions. 
If England turns Protectionist we 
shall know for the first time all the bless­ 
ings and benefits of our economic policy, 
aud we shall have the special comfort of 
reflecting th at we showed the way for our 
neighbors to follow. 
I t ¡3 to he hoped for 
the sake of the beat interests of both coun­ 
tries th at English statesmen will avoid the 
disastrous error towards which they seem 
: to be impelled just now by popular discon­ 
] tent, but it must be realized that if after 
all they should yield to the unreasoning 
demand of the hour, and restore the tariff, 
the blow will fall most heavily, and ear­ 
liest, upon American protectionists.

Toe Sun pokes fun at Blaine’s foreign pol­ 
icy, as illustrated by the Chinese appoint­ 
ment of Commodore Shufeldt. 
It says 
that the Secretary advised Shufeldt to ac­ 
cept the offer of the Chinese Government, 
on the ground that “ it would have some 
“ effect in breaking up England's supremacy 
“ in the E ast.” The Sun thinks “ it is cot 
“ quite clear how the introduction of Amer- 
“ ican methods in the management of the 
“ Chinese navy ia to help break up Eng­ 
la n d 's supremacy. 
Making the Chinese 
“ navy more like the American navy will 
“ not make it more terrible to foreign 
“ powers than it is. 
Indeed, Blaine's ag­ 
. “ grtssive policy would seem to be directed 
41 against China herself, rather than against 
“ England.” Perhaps th at is the true ex­ 
planation of the matter. 
Mr. Blaine has 
taken a very decided position against Chi­ 
nese immigration, and possibly he seeks to 
strike the Mongols as it were between wind 
and water, by bestowing upon them the 
Greek gift 
of 
an 
American 
naval 
instructor. 
He may have reflected th at by 
so doing it will be possible to delude the 
hated Mongols into the belief that they 
are acquiring a formidable navy, when in 
reality they are only securing a navy simi­ 
lar to th at of the United States. 
Suppose 
that Commodore Shufeldt should raise the 
Chinese navy to an absolute equality with 
cur own. 
Does Mr, Blaine think that 
China would then be in a position to rebel 


against the supremacy of England? 
The 
latter power possesses half a dozen iron­ 
clads any one of which could easily destroy 
the whole of onr navy in a few hours. 
Is it possible th at China can he enabled 
to contend on equal terms with a power 
so equipped, by giving her 
the 
ser­ 
vices of Commodore Shufeldt? 
The fact 
is th at 
the gallant officer named ap­ 
pears to be the only person in this 
connection who has any particular reason 
for feeling satisfied. 
He is to get N'20,000 
a year for his services, and the appointment 
may last several years. 
But there is no 
ground for concluding th at China will gain 
anything by his appointment, and it is tol­ 
erably certain th at the W estern powers 
will regard the arrangement with placid 
equanimity, as a m atter possessing no sig­ 
nificance for them. 
If Mr. Blaine really 
wishes to break down the supremacy of 
England in the East, he has certainly 
adopted a singular method of carrying that 
policy into effect; in fact we fear that it 
will prove no more successful thau his re­ 
cent remarkable intimation 
to Europe 
that it must buy cur pork or prepare to 
meet us on the tented field. 


DOMESTIC NEWS. 


THE 
ANTI-RENT 
LEAGUE. 


No they have organizad an Anti-Rent 
League in Brooklyn. 
The speakers at the 
meeting seem to have been almost unani­ 
mous on the proposition that they did not 
want to pay any rent. 
“ Florence Paul, 
“ a German, announced himself as against 
“ all payment of rent. 
Mr. H aller said 
“ just rent should include nothing on the 
“ capital invested but the cost of taxes and 
“ necessary repairs.” W hy these lunatics 
should have confined themselves to a de­ 
monstration against the payment of rent, 
we are at a loss to understand, however. 
There are just as good arguments as they 
presented against paying anything or any­ 
body. 
If rent is robbery, so is board, and 
butcher’s, and laborer’s, aud tailor’s, and 
upholsterer’s bills. 
It is an outrage to de­ 
mand compensation for any service, in fact, 
according to these people, and indiscrimi­ 
nate theft is your only true philosophy. 
The A nti-Rent 
Leaguers are doubtless 
rather phenomenal fools, and yet it must 
be perceived th at they are only advancing 
a somewhat extravagant form of theories 
which are being put forward in other 
guises quite gravely. 
The propositions of 
the Irish Land Leaguers are in some re­ 
spects as outrageous and preposterous as 
those of the Brooklyn idiots. 
Not a 
few of these people assert that the owners 
of land have no right to the rent for it, 
and th at tenants who have been given 
possession of certain parcels on the sole 
and express condition th at they shall pay 
rent, are entitled to assume ownership 
in fee, and are justified iu refusing to fulfill 
their contracts. 
There is very little if 
any difference between these and 
the 
Brooklyn persons. 
The propositions in 
both cases 
are 
equally dishonest and 
equally 
irrational. 
A nti-Rent Leagues 
have no more justification than Anti-Pay­ 
ment of A ll-Kind Leagues would have, 
in short. 
W hat they propose is to obtain 
the property of others w ithout paying for 
it ; and th at is robbery, no m atter under 
what names it be disguised. 
The Brook­ 
lyn lunatics no doubt possess little or no 
significance of their own, but their pro­ 
ceedings serve to direct attention to a 
tendency of the times which may he char­ 
acterized as a disposition to shirk the 
honorable fulfillment of contracts, and to 
clothe the most impudent proposals for 
spoliation with sounding popular names.

ENDOWMENT 
OF 
SCIENTIFIC 
RE­ 
SEARCH. 


W hat claim for assistance has science 
upon the people and upon the State ? The 
question is plain and simple enough, but 
the more it ia turned the more far-reaching 
does it prove. 
The idea which it embodies 
is so intim ately interwoven with the pros­ 
perity of nations, and the happiness, intel­ 
lectuality and morality of the peoples, 
that in a greater or less degree science 
fairly enters into the every-day business of 
one and all. 
As the air we breathe, it 
surrounds and supports us ; without its 
vitalizing power we should soon suffer 
intellectual death. 
It bears directly upon 
the prosperity of States, because it eluci­ 
dates the natural laws which underlie all 
great engineering projects, as well as the 
principles of sociology. 
It comes to the 
aid of commerce, because it develops the 
model of the ship, the prevalence of winds 
and the sWength and direction of currents, 
and marks out the pathways over the 
oceans. 
For the manufacturer it estab­ 
lishes the economy of motive power, and 
the best means of using raw products and 
utilizing waste materials. 
It informs the 
agriculturist of the qualities of his soil 
aud its fitness for special productions, the 
introduction of new plants, and the neces­ 
sity for particular fertilizers ; and to the 
miner it certifies the character and richness 
of the ores in his ledge. 
It advises the 
governments in grave subjects of sanitary 
engineering, of prospective discovery, of 
serious adulterations in imports, in foods, 
in manufactures. 
It gives you to-day the 
variation of the compass, aud assures the 
highest tribunals w hat it was at any given 
date. 
It demonstrates the millionth part 
of an inch as a tangible quantity, and it 
gives the metes and bounds of states and 
empires. 
It predicts the coming storm, 
and millions of dollars and thousands of 
lives, ready for sea, promptly obey its 
warning. 
It yearly fixes its stamp upon 
the coinage of the country, and makes it 
redeemable for its face the world oyer ; it 
indorses the authenticity of the standards 
of weight, volume and length, and its ver­ 
dict is universally accepted. 
Yet these 
are a mere glimpse of its manifold ramifi­ 
cations as a nerve system in the body 
politic. 
There arc those who have eyes 
that see not, hut to those who honestly 
use them the influence of scientific investi­ 
gation is paramount in every department 
of the governments, in every avenue of 
human industry, in the moral growth of 
the race. 
To the mechanic, the manufac­ 
turer, the m:rchant, the engineer, the 
miner, the agriculturist—as individuals 
seeking for worldly prosperity—science 
comes in a thousand subtile shapes now so 
wide-spread and permeating every business 
that i:s direct bearing is too frequently 
overlooked or quietly ignored. 
And in 
fact many specialists do not themselves 
have the breadth of view which Í9 necea- 
sary to measure and appreciate the vast 
and diversified amount of scientific knowl­ 
edge which has advanced all modern im­

Did not justify him, he was sure of the re­ 
spect of the brave and independent spirits 
here, and of his own people. He must be­ 
lieve from the actions of these Senators that 
they are comforted with their ideas of manly 
deportment and senatorial dignity. 
Virginia 
was accustomed to an independent, Anglo- 
Saxon way of asserting its rights, and he 
would repel any impeachment of his constit­ 
uents, who sent him here with clearly defined 
duties, which they and he comprehended, 
confident of his devotion and loyalty to her 
every interest. 
He wa3 elected 
to 
do 
her will, not the 
will 
of 
a 
caucus. 
Virginia earned the title of “ The Old Do­ 
minion ” by her broad and independent ac­ 
tion. Her sons, without the help of those 
who would now interfere with her affairs, 
had earned that title. 
As to the intimation, 
which lie was leth to believe came in good 
faith, that he was 
INFLUENCED BY IMPURE MOTIVES 
Iu his action, he would say, in Scott’s words, 
"A nd if thou sayeBt I am not the peer to 
any lord in Scotland here, highland or low­ 
land, far or Dear, Lord Angus, thou hast 
lied.” He regretted and was amazed by the 
fact that Johnston had joined in the assault, 
introducirg him not as his colleague, hut as a 
Repudiator. He must apologize for Johnston’s 
criticisms and perversions. 
Whatever he 
and his cohorts may attempt by the cheap 
logic of an attorney to demonstrate what I 
ought to be, I am, by my convictions and my 
sense of honor, what I am.

He was here to renew the true al­ 
legiance of Virginia to the Union iu all truth 
and ¡ incerity, and would do all in his power 
to aid Virginia to resume her place as a loyal 
State. He said that the Readjusters had never 
repealed any of the funding contracts made 
by Virginia, but asserted that the hill passed 
iu 1871 by the Virginia Legislature, and 
known as .the “ Brokers’ bill,” which had 
been advocated by his colleague, repudiated, 
and forcibly repudiated, one-third of the 
debt of Virginia.

THE ACTION OF HIS COLLEAGUE 
In not defending the people of Virginia from 
the accusation that they were dishonorable— 
dishonorable, too, in the opinion of the men 
who represented States which, by arbitrary 
legi-lation, had reduced their debts from 
8243,000,000 to 884,000,000. 
He sent to the Clerk’s desk and had read a 
table showing the extent to which the debts 
of Southern States liad been scaled down.

OMAHA, March 28th.—The situation in the 
inundated district on the Platte river is much 
better than any one had reason to expect. 
The telegraph lepairers went to work early 
yesterday morning, and succeeded iu -getting 
up the fallen wir-s between Fremont and 
Columbas this afternoon, by which through 
communication along the Union Pacific was 
rerumed. Dispatches received at the Union 
Pacific headquarters give the condition of the 
track at the old washout, three miles west of 
Fremont. The new track, which was fin­ 
ished last Thursday, was mostly washed 
away, many of the timber^ being floated clear 
into Fremont. 
Further west a stretch of 
nearly six miles is so badly washed that it 
will have to he almost entirely rebuilt. 
At 
North Bend there is a serious and extensive 
washout. 
From North Bend to Columbus 
the track is in fair shape. The pile bridge 
just east of the Loup river bridge was 
partially swept away, and on both sides 
of the Loup river there are extensive wash- 
ou*8. A gang of nearly 100 bridge repairers 
are working from each end of the flooded 
portion. of the road, the water having sub­ 
sided yesterday eo that they could pu-h right 
along. 
By the end of this week, at the 
furthest, trains will hs ruuning over the east­ 
ern division as usual. To-day they were 
started west by way of the Kausas City 
road to St. Joe, and from there over the St. 
Joe and Western to Grand Island, on the 
Union Pacific main line beyond the flooded 
section. The Burlington and Missouri road, 
over which the Union Pacific has been run­ 
ning trains, is iu bad shape, owing to the 
high water having rendered two or three 
bridges unsafe, and several Union Pacific 
trains are now delayed on the road, but ex­ 
pect to get in to-morrow. 
The Burlington 
and Missouri road ran trains between Omaha 
and Lincoln, on account of the high water on 
the track and in the vicinity of the Platte 
river bridge. The Union Pacific bridge over 
the Missouri river was considerably shaken 
by the breaking of the ice gorge yesterday 
afternoon. 
It was tested this morning thor­ 
oughly, and found to be all right, after which 
trains were allowed to pass over as usual. As 
yet no reliable reports have been received of 
the loss of human lives, either in the Loup or 
the Platte valley, but a great many cattle, 
hogs, etc., must have perished, as they were 
seen floating down the flood. Soma iarm- 
houses were destroyed here and there, but 
the occupants ail escaped. 
Some, however, 
had a close call. 
The Ali-souri river is re­ 
ported to have risen 22 feet at Yankton yes­ 
terday, owing to an ice gorge, and it is ex­ 
pected that this will raise the river consider­ 
ably here to-night. 
The Elk Horn river is 
rising and gorging at the Union Pacific bridge, 
and trouble is expected there. 
[¡SECOND DISPATCH.! 
O m aha, March 2Sth.—The bodies of a 
drowned woman and two children, unknown, 
were discovered a few milts west of Schuyler 
this afternoon, ana probably more will he 
found there and at other points. There has 
been a great loss of stock throughout the 
Platte valley, many farmers on the Loup 
losing from 200 to 300 head of cattle, Bheep 
and hogs. 
One man lost 200 cattle and 200 
sheep. The dead stock is floating around 
everywhere, and the river banks and bottom 
lands are strewn with it.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


ELECTRICITY. 


The city of London is about to try elec­ 
tric lighting. Acting on the report of their 
engineer, Colonel Haywood, the Jabloch- 
kotf system was tested on Holborn Viaduct 
from December 14, 1878, to March 9,1879. 
During th at period sixteen electric lamps 
were used in place of eighty-six ordinary 
lamps, fourteen being placed at equal in­ 
tervals on either side of 473 yards ot street, 
r, d one lamp at each end of this distance 
in the middle of the roadway. 
Each lamp 
illuminated about 8S8 yards superficially, 
and was kept burning seven hours per 
night at a cost of (is 3d. 
No exact photc- 
metrical observations were made by the 
Commissioners during this experiment, be­ 
cause the Metropolitan Board of Works 
were conducting simultaneously the elec­ 
tric lighting of the Thames Embankment, 
under 
exactly 
similar conditions, and 
the scientific officers of 
the 
Board 
came to the conclusion that the illumi­ 
nating power of the light when uninclosed 
was about five times that of ordinary gas, 
and when inclosed in the opal globes used 
on the Viaduct about twice as much, while 
the actual cost was nearly four times as 
much as gas. 
The companies have greatly 
reduced the cost of producing the light 
since then, and of coarse made it a moie 
formidable competitor with gas.

A t last ac­ 
counts the rebellion was so formidable that 
Ayoob Khan was virtually besieged in the 
citadel. This give3 a favorable opportunity 
to Abdurraham Khan to reunite the Gham- 
stans under the supremacy of Cabul. Five 
thousand of his troops are now on the road 
hither, and should be in full possession of 
Candahar province by the 13th of April.

is not expelled or killed before then, could, iu 
the existing state of affairs, scarcely fail to be 
successful.

A t the meeting of the Board of City 
Trustees yesterday, the ordinance to pro­ 
hibit boys and girls, under 16 years of age, 
from being out at night, was passed, and 
reads as follows : 
Ordinance No. 168—To preveut minors, 
under 16 years of age, being on the streets 
after certain hours aWiight. 
The Board of-Trustees of the city of Sac­ 
ramento do hereby ordain as follows : 
Section 1. I t shall be unlawful for minor 
children, under the age of 16 years, to be on 
the public streets of the city of Sacramento 
without their parents, guardians or friends 
accompanying them, or without a special per­ 
m it for th at purpose, after the hours of 8 
o'clock P. M., the first day of September to 
the first day of April, and after 9 o’clock 
p. M. from the first day of April to the first 
day of September of each year. 
Section 2. I t shall be the duty of the Chief 
Engineer to have the hell of the hook and 
ladder house on F ifth streets, between .T and 
K , ruDg a t the hour above named, during 
the year, and all minors under 16 years of age 
found upon the "public streets a t night, in vio­ 
lation of this ordinance, after the ringing of 
said bell, shall be subject to arrest and im­ 
prisonment as for a misdemeanor.

Som e Odd T ilings A bout A noient H u m o rists 
a n d Je ste rs. 


When the Yankee enthusiast in Dick­ 
ens’s novel says that “ his home is in the 
setting sun,” he is really Miltonic without 
knowing i t ; and all the queer stories oif 
gigantic crops, of Titanic trees, and of im­ 
measurable pumpkins, have their originals 
in such books as the Travels of Baron 
Munchausen, or in the various volumes of 
Facetire from which many of the Mun­ 
chausen incidents are gathered. 
All our 
notions of the sea-serpent are to be found 
in a refined and sublimated form in Para­ 
dise Lost. 
Take the picture of Satan, for 
instance, who, 
With heaii uplift above the wave, and eyes 
That sparkling biased, his other parts l>eside 
Prone ou the floor, extended long and large, 
Lay floating many a rood. 
The humorist tells us that a colony sent 
out mistook the sea-serpent for an island, 
and having landed on him, so to speak, 
built a church and houses in a row ; and 
so lived happily until, by a single dive, he 
made an end of the settlement. 
One can­ 
not read of this without being reminded 
of Milton's huge Leviathan which bewil­ 
dered sailors mistake for an island, and so 
make fast to him, “ with fixed anchor in 
his scaly rind.” The temptation of the 
imagination is to enlarge, rather than to 
diminish ; and it is for this reason that 
heroes, however short in the flesh, are apt 
to grow' gigantic in history and tradition. 
Louis XIV. was really thought to have 
been a tall man until he was exhumed and 
measured. 
In the time of Francis the 
First, King of France, there was 
A TRADITION 
That Roland, nephew of Charlemagne, was 
a person of gigantic hight. 
But Francis 
was skeptical, and ordered the sepulcher 
of Roland to be opened. 
The bones were 
gone, and so was the bow of the hero, but 
the armor being still sound, the king or­ 
dered it to he scoured, and then, trying it 
on, he found that it fitted him exactly, 
though he was not, as Camerarius says, 
“ excessively tall or big.” This reminds 
us of the exceedingly tall clergyman of 
whom it was said that he did not need to 
pray for blessings ; he had only to reach 
up for them and take them ad libitum. 
And this again reminds us, as a tine in­ 
stance of amplification, of the “ Prayer’’ in 
Sheridan's “ Critic ” : 
Behold Ihy votaries submissive beg 
That thou wilt deign to graut them all they ask ! 
Assist them to accomplish all their ends 
And sanctify whatever means they use 
To gain them 
By wav of closing this episode of the Urge, 
or lofty, or numerous, let me tell a story of 
Ferdinand of Naples, that royal lover of at 
least unlimited macaroni. 
Like many good 
housewives, he thought that libraries might 
be too large. 
After he was well seated on 
the throne from which Marat had just been 
expelled, his Minister set down in the 
budget 
the 
usual 
sum 
for libraries. 
“ What’s this ? ” said life Majesty ; “ how 
many volumes have you already ? ” 
“ One 
hundred and fifty thousand, sire.” 
“ Have 
they all been read through?” 
“ No, sire.” 
“ Then buy no more until they have.” 
Perhaps housewives w’ho have groaned over 
the perpetual accumulation of books, for 
w’hich home no longer afforded room, will 
sympathize with the Neapolitan monarch. 


THE GREEKS AS JESTERS. 
The Greeks were excellent jesters — 
quiet, piquant 
and 
infallibly 
refined. 
Aristophanes is coarse 
and sometimes 
riotously so, but his coarseness is clean 
like that of Rabelais, and has none of the 
smirch whioh befouls English comedy. 
It 
was not considered decent for a woman, 
hardly for a boy, to be present at the 
presentation of the Athenian comedies. 
In the “ Wasps” of Aristophanes there is 
a Dicast, who seems to have been a sort of 
Justice of the Peace, and in the unctuous- 
uess with which he describes his dinner he 
reminds us of Shakspeare’s justice, “ in 
fair round belly with good capon lined.” 
He boasts, like Falstaff, of his “ supping 
and swilling and rioting, of the girl upon 
his knee, and of his appetite’s warmth 
and duration.” Socrates has come down 
to 
us 
so 
nearly 
like 
wisdom 
per­ 
sonified, that hardly 
anybody 
knows 
anything about his wit, his convivial capa­ 
bilities, and those mauners which made the 
charge of buffoonery entered against him a 
plausible one. 
He was, 
perhaps, the 
ugliest of men, as jesters have often been ; 
for who can forget poor Piron, the French 
humorist, describing himself candidly as 
shaped like the letter Z ? If the truth is 
told by tradition perhaps there never was 
an uglier creature in human shape than this 
sage of the ages, with his bald head, bulg­ 
ing eyes, shambling walk and nose flattened 
to the face—a sort of exaggerated Silenus. 
It is a long skip from Socrates to the 
Far.etitv assigned to Hierocles, the Neo- 
Piatonist of the fifth century, but doubt­ 
less the old Greeks had their jest-books, as 
they certainly had their jests, 


THE FUNNY STORIES 
Of Hierocles are much the same which are 
told of bull making Irishmen—his Scholas- 
tikos, who does and says all manner of 
absurd things, has the true Hibernian 
flavor. 
He was the original man who, 
when he had a house to sell, carried about 
a brick as a specimen of it, from which we 
keep the phrase “ specimen brick ” to this 
day. 
He was the first who, having heard 
that a crow would live a thousand years, 
bought one to try the experiment with 
Baconian precision. 
Cicero, we are told, 
compiled a jest-book, which is lost, but if 
there were any good stories in it, probably 
they were borrowed from the Greeks, for 
the great, grim soldiers and conquerers of 
the world did not have much humor in 
tbeir constitutions. 
To cane down nearer modern times, an 
excellent story may be mentioned which 
the reader will find in the “ Oolloquia ” of 
Erasmus, a ghost story, of which the ex- 
uberaut fun makes the. Latin text as jolly 
as a modern farce. 
The scene is laid in 
England, where one l ’olus, finding out that 
a spirit is supposed by the country people 
to haunt the 
neighborhood, 
frightens 
everybody by pretending to see in the sky 
“ a huge dragon, armed with fiery horns, 
with his tail turned up in a circle.” No­ 
body would admit at first that he saw the 
sight, but Polns continued to asservate 
and direct their eyes to the place until 
(mark the irony of Erasmus !) “ they were 
ashamed not to see what was so plain.” 
After supper Polus keeps up the fun, by 
hiding himself and bellowing like a demon. 
A priest is called in to exorcise the 3pirit, 
and here Erasmus revels in his sneers at 
the crosses used and “ the huge vessel full 
of holy water.” The priest, we are told, 
is not far removed from a fool; the horse­ 
play goes furiously on, and ends with a 
letter sent to the priest from the celestial 
regions, telling him that “ a place is re­ 
served for him near St. Anthony, which is 
next to the choir of the Apostles.” 
With 
such drollery as this was the mighty and 
serious work of the Reformation flavored ! 


THE HUMOR OF OLD. 
Everybody remembers the old Joe Miller 
story of a stndent who, sitting down at 
table, proved that two fishes which were 
on the trencher were three, thus : “ This 
is one and this is two ; two and one make 
three 
and what the father said to the 
young Sophomore: 
“ Exactly so; I will 
take one. and John one, and you may have 
the third for your great learning.'' 
But in 
humor, as in everything else, there is 
nothing new uuder the sun ; for this vener­ 
able piece of absurdity somewhat more 
than reminds us of a story in Camden's 
Remaines. 
It tells how Charles the Bold, 
Emperor and King of France, sitting at 
meal with Johannes Erigena and two other 
learned scholars, sent him a dish with two 
great fishes and ouelittleone. Thereat of the 
story I will tell in Camden’s own woids : 
“ Then Master John, who was but a little 
man, laid the two great fishes upon his own 
trencher, and set down the one little fish 
unto the other two scholars, who were big 
men. 
Which, when the Emperor saw, he 
smiling said : ‘ In faith, Master John, you 
are no indifferent divider.’ 
‘ Yes, if it like 
your Highness, very indifferent,’ said he, 
• for here (pointing to himself and the two 
great fishes) be two great ones and a little 
one, and so yonder (teaching his hand to­ 
wards the scholars) are two big ones and a 
little one.’ ” Camden gives a good many of 
the right witty sayings of Sir Thomas 
More, who 
went to his death with 
a jest : 
“ When 
he 
was 
to 
mount 
the 
scaffold 
he said to one of 
the 
Sheriff’s men: ‘ I pray thee help me up; ss 
for coming down, I take no care.’ ” There 
is something extraordinary in the coolness 
with which men of that age approached 
the block. 
It seems to prove that all 
their lives they were expecting and pre­ 


paring for such an exit, 
l’-y the way, 
from a collection of jests made by Sir 
Thomas himself, we find out who orig­ 
inated one which has held its own for 
several centuries: “ You young men do 
think us old men to be fools, bnt we old 
men do know that you young men are 
fools.” 
More says that this was a wise 
saying of Dr. Medcalf. 
It is something to 
discover the authorship even of a single 
proverb, for we usually forget, finding 
them ready made to our hand, that each 
and every one of them must have had an 
author, and must have been said by some­ 
body for the first tim e.— [New York 
Tribune.

VENTILATE YOUR BEDROOMS. 


The greatest part of the disease that 
afflicts civilized mankind during the win­ 
ter months is unquestionably due to the 
fact that all fresh air is carefully excluded 
duriDg the night hours, and sometimes 
with the coming of winter the windows 
are securely fastened and not opened until 
spring. 
Many people seem to think the 
house is sufficiently ventilated if the win­ 
dows of the sleeping-rooms are left open 
for a few minutes during the day, but al­ 
most everybody is convinced that night 
air is injurious to health. 
In a tolerable 
location, the air of a three-room cottage 
can be kept pure enough without force 
ventilation or any other expensive con­ 
trivance. Open your windows ; in very cold 
weather air the bedrooms in day time and 
the others at night. 
In larger houses the 
kitchen, parlor and dining-room shonld be 
thoroughly ventilated eveiy night; also in 
day time at convenient intervals during the 
temporary absence of the occupants. 
To 
save foul air for the sake of its warmth is 
poor economy; experiments would show 
that the difference in fuel amounts only to 
a trifle anyhow. 
Ten or twelve pounds of 
coal a day ought not to weigh against the 
direct gain in comfort, and the prospective 
unspeakable gain in health. 
Breathing the 
same air over and over again means to feed 
the organism on the excretions of our own 
lungs, on air surcharged with noxious gases 
and almost depleted of the life-giving prin­ 
ciple. 
Azotized air affects the lungs as the 
substitution of excrements for nourishing 
food would affect our digestive organs ; cor- 
rujtion sets in ; pulmonary phthisis is, in 
fact, a process of putrefaction. 
No ven­ 
tilatory contrivance can compare with the 
simple opening of a window ; in wet 
nights a “ rain shutter” (a blind with 
large, overlapping bars) will keep a room 
both airy and dry. 
In every bedroom one 
of the upper windows should be kept open 
night and day, except in storms, sccom- 
panied with rain or with a degree of cold 
exceeding 10° Fahrenheit. 
In warm sum­ 
mer nights open every window in the house 
and every door connecting the bedroom 
with the adjoining apartments. 
Create a 
thorough draft. 
Before we can hope to 
fight consumption with any chance of suc­ 
cess, we have to get rid of the night-air 
superstition. Like the dread of cold water, 
raw fruit, etc., it is founded on that mis­ 
trust of our instincts which we owe to our 
anti-natural religion. 
It is probably the 
most prolific single 
cause of impaired 
health, even among the civilized nations of 
our enlightened age, though its absurdity 
rivals the grossest delusions of the witch­ 
craft era. 
The subjection of lioly reason 
to hearsays could hardly go further.
